Thomas Carlyle was the originator 
f the term “The Unspeakable T urk” . 
It occurred in an article written by 
him before he attained fame. 


On August 21, 1872, the Democra­ 
tic and Liberal Republican state con­ 
ventions met in Jefferson City 
and 
jointly nominated a state ticket. The 
event was a significant one in the po­ 
litical annals of the state and nation, 
for it marked the end of the radical 
regime in Missouri, the eventual re­ 
turn of the Democrats to power, and 
the inception of the national Liberal 
Republican party. 
Radical rule in Missouri had offici­ 
ally begun with the inauguration of 
Thomas C. Fletcher as governor 
in 
January, 18G5. It had continued from 
th at tim e until 1870 largely because 
of the adoption of the Constitution of 
1865. 
The convention which framed 
this instrum ent was composed of six­ 
ty-six 
delegates, 
three-fourth 
of 
whom were Radicals, and was under 
the complete domination of its presi­ 
dent, Charles D. Drake, the 
most 
radical of all the Republican leaders 
in the state. 
So clear was Drake’s 
influence in the Constitutional Con­ 
vention of 1865 that the instrum ent 
it fram ed was known as the “Drake 
Constitution”. 
The 
bitterness 
en­ 
gendered by the Civil W ar and the vi- 
olnt controversy within the state ov­ 
er the suffrage question in the years 
mmediately following the war, were 
still the factors which governed 
po­ 
litical issues in the 
state 
at 
that 
time. 
The Radical Republicans were 
determined to prevent 
all 
persons 
who had espoused the Southern cause 
from having any voice in the govern­ 
ment of Missouri. 
W ith the ratification of the Consti­ 
tution of 1865 on June 6 of that year, 
this was accomplished, for its provis­ 
ions for a test oath for voters 
and 
the sections authorizing the I^egsila- 
ture to pass registry acts 
requiring 
the registration of all the 
qualified 
voters, had been the means of 
elimi­ 
nating from the electorate all citizens 
of the State who opposed Radical pol 
icy and rule. 
So manifest, however, was the in 
justice of these disfranchising mea­ 
sures inaugurated by 
the 
Constitu 
tion of 1865, and further strengthen 
ed by the legislative registry acts of 
1866 and 1868, that organized oppo 
sition soon developed. 
The most ac­ 
tive agitation against 
the 
Radicals 
was carried on by the Democrats and 
by the Conservative Unionist party 
organized in 1866 by F rank P. Blair 
In the election of that year these two 
parties 
had combined 
forces, 
the 
Democrats supporting the 
Conserva­ 
tive Unionists. 
The Radicals defeat­ 
ed them, however, electing seven out 
of the nine rnnfffo»»«,»», »r«d w anj 
ing the Legislature two to one. The 
Conservative Unionists never recov 
ered from this defeat, and from that 
tim e the opposition was carried on by 
the Democrats and by 
the 
Liberal 
members within the Radical party. 
Chief among these dissenting Rad 
icals were Carl Schurz, editor of the 
W estliche Post, William M. Grosven 
or, editor of the Missouri Democrat 
and Joseph Pulitzer, editor 
of the 
St. Louis Dispatch. 
The final break in the ranks of the 
Radical party occurred in 1870, when 
the Liberals, under the able leader 
ship of Carl Schurz, withdrew to con 
solidate the opposing forces. 
The is 
sue over which the party split was 
the removal of the restrictions of the 
Constitution on the right of suffrage. 
Out of this schism the Liberal Repub­ 
lican party was evolved. 
In the election of 1870 the Demo­ 
crats did not put out a State ticket 
but supported the 
Liberal 
Republi­ 
cans. 
As a result, B. G ratz 
Brown, 
the 
Liberal, 
Republican 
candidate 
was elected governor over Joseph W. 
McClurg, the Radical candidate, by a 
m ajority of 42,000 votes. 
Brown was a Kentuckian who had 
come to Missouri in 1849. 
He 
had 
been a free soil Democrat in 1850 
and for years had been the leader and 
spokesman for the small group 
of 
Democrats in the state who advocat­ 
ed gradual and compenstated em an­ 
cipation. 
He was not, however, 
in 
any sense an abolitionist. 
In 
1860, 
with Frederick Muench 
and 
Emil 
Preetorious, he had been instrum en­ 
tal in form ing the Republican party 
in Missouri. 
Since 1866 he had not 
been active in the 
party, 
however, 
owing to the divergence of his views 
from those of Drake and other Radi­ 
cal leaders. 
He had a strong follow­ 
ing among the Germans in the State. 
Brown had early favored the cause of 
negro suffrage, but he had also been 
among those who advocated the 
re- 
enfranchisem ent of the white voters 
deprived of the right of suffrage 
by 
the Constitution of 1865. 
He was a 
forceful speaker, a ready w riter and 
a vigorous and fearless advocate of 
the cause he espoused. 
In the reac­ 
tionary movement 
against 
Radical 
policy and rule in 1870 he proved an 
able leader. 
As 
the 
campaign of 1872 
drew 
near, the leaders of the Liberal Re­ 
publican and Democratic parties 
de­ 
cided to renew the alliance of 
1870. 
Accordingly, on August 21, 1872, the 
state conventions of these parties as­ 
sembled in Jeffreson City and con­ 
vened 
their 
sessions 
in 
separate 
rooms in the capitol.

He is more than a pest.

We are again the unwilling hosts of 
the house flies.

We know too well that from such 
a diet it m ay pass directly

There is indefinite proof th a t in this 
way it m ay convey the germ s of ty 
phoid fever, cholera, “ sum m er com 
p la in t”, amebic dysentary and other 
intestinal disorders. 
From infective 
sputum it may carry the organism of 
tuberculosis and thus play a role in 
the spread of the w hite plague. 
It is for this reason that inform ed 
persons are no longer content with 
m erely fighting.

COTTON CONFERENCE 
18 HELD IN LONDON 


London, August 
11.—The 
cotton 
conference today 
at 
the 
American 
Embassy between members of 
the 
various cotton associations of Europe 
and America failed 
to 
adopt world 
standards for cotton staple, but the 
American officials who attended 
are 
far from dissatisfied with 
the 
out­ 
come. 
The meeting was called at the ini­ 
tiative of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture because 
of the 
feeling fhat with the present grade 
and color agreements 
working 
so 
moothly it would he w'i.*e to 
go 
a 
step further and adopt standards for 
the length of cotton fiber. 
To that 
nd the Department of Agriculture 
recently invited 
representative* 
of 
the various European and American 
cotton associations to 
consider 
the 
question. 
The meeting 
here 
today 
as attended by 35 cotton men, 
in­ 
cluding a delegation of nine from the 
Jnited States representing the Amer­ 
ican 
Cotton 
Shipper*’ 
Association 
and five representatives of the 
D e-1 
partment of Agriculture. 
Lloyd Tenny, who headed the Ag­ 
ricultural Department forces, in 
a 
long address, reviewed the whole sit­ 
uation and urged the need for fixing 
tandards of staple lengths. 
The meeting was very friendly and 
statement issued 
later 
explained 
that a majority of the European cot- 
coton men were unwilling to take any 
action adopting such standards. They 
will submit at a later date a state­ 
ment detailing 
their 
reasons. 
The 
minority delegates favoring the adop­ 
tion of such standards 
hope for an 
arly agreement. 
Tenny in his address expressed the 
American departm ent’s 
willingness, 
if details were satisfactorily worked 
out, to hold biennial conferences for 
the 
preparation 
of 
representative 
types of fiber and to safeguard legal­ 
ly and otherwise the effectiveness of 
such standards as might be adopted. 
It was felt that a step of this im­ 
portance was hardly to he achieved as 
the result of the first meeting, but 
hopefulness was 
expressed, 
despite 
the negative outcome of today’s ses­ 
sion, that useful 
result* 
would 
be 
achieved ultimately. 
The next biennial meeting on grade 
and color of cotton 
staples 
will be 
held in Washington in 1927 and is not 
impossible today’s 
subject

brought up again at that lime.
